REPORT OF TRUSTEES 


The trustees conducted 26 regular and special meetings aside from 
their regular duties of signing the weekly payroll and making personal in- 
spections of the institution, one member being assigned to this duty each 
month. Many other individual assignments were carried out by the trustees, 
such as attendance at state house hearings and conferences, and attendance 
at the County Hospital Association meetings. 


Trustees kept themselves informed of Hospital needs and awarded con- 
tracts and gave directives for necessary additions and improvements dur- 
ing the year. 


The cost of operating your institution continues to increase commen- 
surate with the increase in the costs of all foodstuffs, materials, equipment 
and especially wages. The statutory and legislative wage increases allowed 
last year accounted for the major increase in the operating cost of this in- 
stitution. Meantime our various departments continue to economize in an 
effort to keep the over-all expense at a minimum. Especially was this true 
of the commissary department, under the able direction of Steward Elmer 
D. Flemming. Purchase of a deep freezing unit and a small delivery truck, 
which makes it possible for our steward to do much of his own shopping 
and thereby take advantage of fluctuations in market prices, has resulted 
in an over-all reduction in the cost of food without adversely affecting the 
quality and quantity of our meals. 


The costs of medicines, X-rays and other services required in the treat- 
ment of our patients continues to increase. The constantly increasing out- 
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patient department work, figures for which will be found in the superinten- 
dent’s report, continues to be handled by our efficient staff; only because 
of this efficiency has it been possible to handle this work without additional 
help. Nevertheless, more materials are being used and this expense is in- 
cluded in the general operating costs. Incidentally, the trustees replaced 
the antiquated X-ray developing tank this past yearwith a new one at a cost 
of well over $1,000. A new X-ray illuminator was also installed. This new 
equipment will, we expect, facilitate the handling of and further improve 
the efficiency of the X-ray department, one of the busiest in the institution. 


As we have stated before, the problems of maintaining a 40-odd year 
old building—never intended for the purpose which it is now being used— 
are many. The constant spending of funds to improve such a structure 
causes great concern to the trustees and any major expenditure is under- 
taken only after careful consideration and often times only after consulta- 
tion with building engineers. It was only after such procedure that the 
trustees this year undertook several major tasks. Among these were re- 
placement of a 30 year old floor surface in the men’s ward and the main 
dining hall, rebuilding of the main connecting hallway floors which had dis- 
integrated, construction of a new cement floor in the laundry. New ma- 
chinery and ventilating equipment was also installed in the laundry, and a 
new inter-communicating system was installed throughout the buildings by 
our efficient maintenance superintendent, Mr. King. The exterior of the 
hospital building and the superintendent’s residence were painted and the 
kitchen of the latter was remodeled. The administration building should be 
painted this year and we have included a request for funds in our budget. 
Bids to convert to year-around use of the porch of the women’s ward far 
exceeded our appropriation. Therefore, we undertook to do the work in 
stages and currently weather-proofing, painting and carpentry work are 
underway. Through continued economies, the trustees hope to be able to 
set aside enough to complete this project in 1952. | 


No report would be completed without special commendation of the 
medical staff. Progress in the treatment of the patients and the splendid 
co-operation on their part is generally reflected in the superintendent’s re- 
port. However, an outstanding case—a combination of miliary tuberculosis 
and meningitis held the attention of the entire hospital over a long period 
of time. The success which met the ministrations of the medical staff has 
been most gratifying. 


In their annual report last year the trustees asked the various muni- 
cipal officials to familiarize themselves with legislation pending before the 
General Court, which, if adopted would change the entire method of asses- 
sing costs of maintaining the hospital and well might increase cost of opera- 
tion. Despite our annual report and considerable notice in the public press, 
not a single municipal official conferred with the trustees. The legislation 
eventually was adopted by the legislature but in such amended form that it 
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has been deemed unacceptable. Therefore, your trustees have gone on 
record as favoring repeal of the new law and will so record themselves be- 
fore the 1952 legislative session. 


Further progress is noted in the improvement of the hospital’s herd of 
Holstein cattle, with the farm now producing all of the milk and cream re- 
quired by the hospital. The herd now ranks among the best in the county. 


No report would be complete without mention of our laboratory, the 
facilities for which we are continuing to expand. We have already reaped 
rich rewards from this investment. 


In conclusion, the trustees once again express their appreciation for 
the efforts of all the emp!oyees in maintaining a hospital, which we believe 
is a credit to the communities that support it.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


I herewith submit the 33rd Annual Report of the Bristol County Hos- 
pital for the year ending December 31st, 1951. 


There were 55 patients in the hospital on January 1, 1951 and 75 pa- 
tients were admitted during the year. Of the 75 patients admitted, 56 
were first admissions and 19 were re-admission cases. There were 38 males 
and 37 females. The largest daily census was 63 and the lowest 51. The 
average daily census was 55 and the total hospital days was 20,735. 


There were 77 patients discharged. At the end of the year, there were 
53 patients in the hospital. Of these 25 were males and 28 females. The 
average length of stay was 330 days. 


The total number of patients under treatment was 130.

TREATMENT 


A total of 130 patients was under treatment during the year. Of this 
number 127 were pulmonary tuberculosis cases. One patient was diag- 
nosed as pneumonitis and was discharged well. There was one case of 
cancer of the lung. Pneumothorax was given to 5 patients with a total of 
141 refills. Pneumoperitoneum was performed on 16 patients with a total 
of 432 refills. 


Surgical collapse was carried out on 24 patients with a total of 31 
operations. 


OUT-PATIENT DEPARTMENT 


A total of 1992 patients was seen in the Out-patient department dur- 
ing the year and a total of 2,095 chest X-rays was taken. Of the total num- 
ber of patients examined 252 were former patients and 806 were new cases. 
Among the follow-up cases 22 were found to have re-activated their dis- 
ease. Among the 806 new cases 36 were found to have active pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 


There were 8 patients who receiped pneumothorax with 156 refills and 
7 patients who received pneumoperitoneum with a total of 113 refills. Non 
tuberculous pulmonary disease was found in 27 cases. In addition 4146 
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X-rays made in surveys were read and the findings recorded. Of this num- 
ber 14 showed evidence of old healed (or inactive) disease and there was 
one case of active pulmonary tuberculosis. There were 11 cases with un- 
classified disease or abnormalities and these have been advised to have fur- 
ther examination carried out. A total of 911 Fluoroscopic examinations 
was made. 


IMPROVEMENTS AND UPKEEP 


In addition to the general repairs and painting the following important 
improvements were carried out. 


The tiled cement floor of the corridor leading to the women’s ward was 
completely removed and replaced by a magnesite composition covered by 
linoleum. Floors of three rooms on women’s ward were recovered with 
Armstrong linoleum. The old linoleum of the men’s ward was badly worn 
after 32 years of service and its replacement by new linotile has given the 
ward a more attractive appearance. A new linotile floor was laid in the 
main dining room. 


A general renovating of living quarters of the female employees was 
carried out. 


Several improvements were carried out in our laundry. The wooden 
floor which was badly worn was removed and a new cement floor was laid. 
This project has greatly improved the physical condition of the laundry. 
An exhaust system was installed over the mangle. A small steam press for 
collar work was also added to the laundry. 


Among the more important items of new equipment which were fur- 
nished during the year were a binocular microscope for the laboratory, a 
modern developing tank and a new illuminator for the X-ray, a deep freeze 
unit for the dietary department. 


During the year a contract was let for installing storm windows on 
_ women’s porch and for installing roller operated awnings in place of the 
old pole awnings. 


A contract was also let for painting of the outside of hospital (exclu- 
sive of the administration building) and outside painting of the superinten- 
dent’s residence. A considerable section of the road leading to the farm 
buildings was resurfaced and a portion of the roadway around the hospital 
was widened. 


Several repair jobs were carried out on roofs and verandas of the 
administration building. 


During the year an inter-communicating telephone system was in- 
stalled in the hospital. 


FARM 
During the year the dairy produced 69,908 quarts of milk of which 
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37,364 quarts were supplied the hospital and the remainder was separated 
to produce 4,839 quarts of cream for use at the hospital. The farm sup- 
plied 4,348 dozen eggs and a variety of garden produce. The receipts for 
sale of pigs amounted to $750.00. The total value of milk, eggs, produce, 
and sales was $12,192.27. During the year a new milking machine was 
purchased and installed and a new harrow added to the farm equipment. 


REMARKS 


The increased cost of operation over last year was due almost entirely 
to the statutory increase in salaries. The salary increases were in effect 
for six months so that a further increase in cost will take place in 1952 
when the increased rates will be effective for the full year. 


Under the new laws of 1951 relative to the care and treatment of pul-. 
monary tuberculosis more money will be needed to pay for the care of dis- 
trict cases treated in other sanatoria. It will be seen from the statistcal 
report that 130 patients were under treatment during the year. While the 
mortality from tuberculosis is declining steadily we continue to treat about 
the same number of cases each year. This would indicate that the infec- 
tion rate of tuberculosis is not declining in proportion to the death rate. 
Statistics show that more tuberculosis people are living longer with their 
disease and more are being cured. Of the 17 deaths which occurred dur- 
ing the year it is interesting to note that 15 were males and only 2 females. 
The average age for males who died was 53 and the average age for fe- 
males who died was 25 years. The greatest death rate is therefore in males 
over 40 years of age. We consider that modern methods of treatment— 
namely new drugs, collapse therapy and pulmonary resections have been 
important factors in prolonging lives and reducing mortality rates. 


The sometimes specific action of streptomycin is demonstrated by its 
effect on a patient treated at this institution last year. This patient was 
admitted with acute miliary tuberculosis and menigitis. After several 
months of intensive treatment with streptomycin and P. A. S., this patient 
became symtom free and is now up and about showing no evidence of ac- 
tive disease. Before the use of streptomycin miliary tuberculosis with 
meningitis was 100% fatal. 


We continue to use the services of the Overholt Clinic for conferences 
and surgery. This is an indispensable service. 


During the year there were few changes in personnel. Mr. George 
Carlisle, steam fireman, resigned because of illness and we regret to say 
that he did not live long afterwards. His place was taken by Leo J. Gag- 
non of Fall River, Mass. Mr. Warren Garland, rehabilitation worker, re- 
signed during the year and his place is to be fillled in the new year by Miss 
Katherine Healed. Miss Healed holds a M. A. degree from Ohio State Uni- 
versity where she majored in psychology. 
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All department heads and all employees carried out their duties faith- 
fully during the year and I extend to them my thanks and appreciation. 


During the year, especially at the Christmas season, many friends and 
organizations sent gifts and brought entertainment to the patients. We 
have thanked them by letter but again record here our appreciation for 
their kindness. 


We extend our thanks to the clergy for the spiritual comfort they have 
brought to our patients and their faithful visits of ministry. I am grateful 
to the trustees for their confidence in me and for the assistance that they 
have given in the complex business of operating the hospital effectively and 
for the programme they have carried out to improve the physical condition 
of our institution.
